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PREFACE 



Deutschland und die Deutschen aims to portray to 
the American student from the German standpoint the 
country and the manners and customs of the people 
with whom it deals. In order that the text might not 
contain merely a series of perfunctory chapters on 
various phases of German life, the actual experiences 
of one of the authors during his residence in Germany 
as an exchange teacher have been utilized. The amount 
of space devoted to each topic is largely determined by 
the extent to which it enters into the life of the German 
people. 

The dialogues will be found to contain adequate 
material for acquiring a large number of useful col- 
loquial idioms. The purely descriptive chapters afford 
good examples of contemporaneous German prose, 
while the letters will familiarize the student with the 
letter-form. The poems and anecdotes have been intro- 
duced for the sake of variety. 

The authors desire to thank all those who have aided 

them with helpful suggestions and criticisms. Their 

especial thanks are due to Miss Clara B. Springsteed 

of the State Normal College for her kindness in reading 

the manuscript of the text.

The salutation is much nearer the center 
of the .page and the body of the letter begins nearer the 
left hand margin than is the case in English, ^u, x^z, and 
the possessives betn and cucr are written with capitals in 
letters. 

5. Hamburg: Hamburg is situated on the Elbe River, 
75 miles from the North Sea and 178 miles from Berlin. 
Its situation and harbor are naturally not so good as those 
of many American cities and towns, yet it has maintained 
its ancient prestige and is the greatest seaport of Conti- 
nental Europe. It probably owes its origin to a fortress 
built in 808 A. D. by Charlemagne and called Hammaburg. 
It is second in size to Berlin. Population, 936,000. 

6. einctt Srtcf: compare the punctuation of the begin- 
ning of this letter with English usage. As German punc- 
tuation varies considerably from English, a careful observa- 
tion of the punctuation marks used in the text of the entire 
book is earnestly recommended.
